To which purpoſe their 
High and Mighty Lordſhips, among other things, have EreCted one Triumphal Arch, and 
the Magiſtrates two more, to be ſet, one inthe Piazza called Bayton- Heff, the other in 
the publick Piazza, and the third in the Market-place of the Hegwe; the Figure and 
Structure of which, together with the Latin Inſcriptions which adorn them, are as fol- 
low. 

That which was ſct up at the Buyton-Hoff vins a Triumphal Arch, of a moſt curious 
Italian ArchuteCture, the Order compounded Doric, having three open Gates, that of the 
middle being the higheſt of all, ſupported backwards and forwards upon eight Byillars, 
underneath upo1 large Baſements, ſeparated from the Body of the Work, 
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Upon every one of thoſe Batements,ſtand two of the ſaid Pillars with a Copwlo of eight 

. Faces upon the laid Overture; In the middle, upon which Copalo appears a Pedeſtal, upon 
which is repreſented His Majeſty on Horleback 3 both Figures coſtly Gilded. To the 
Horlcs, on each ſide are tied two Slaves, or Statues of a Braſs colour, proſtrate and 
groveling, and the whole work is coloured, as if it were of Free Stone : between the 
Piliars, and upon cach fide inward and outward, the ſpaces are filied with Pictures, com- 
prchending ſome Hiſtorical Repreſentation, and Hieroglyphical Figure, relating to the 
Life and Glorious Attions of His Majelty. At the Frontiſpicce of that ſtately Arch, 
and upon the fore-mentioned Pillars, as well backwards as forwards, and at each ſide, 
are placed in the ſame order, eight Statues ef both Sexes together, to the height and 
bignels of the Life, In that part of the Arch which faceth the end of the Town, up- 
on a very high Pedeſtal, ſet above all, on both ſides of the round pieces that cover the 
\Vork, is creted a Neptune, lying down with his Trident in his Hand, with this Motto

This Triumphal Arch is as the other, of a very fine and ſtately ArchiteQture, with 
Pullars coloured like Marble, Red and White, and the reſt of the body of the Work of 
Marble, Black and White ; the Baſis and the Chapter Gilded with four great PiQures 
two behind, and two before, ſet between the fore-mentioned Pillars, drawn in lively 
Colours; the Two that are toremoſt, repreſenting a Battle of the Romans by Sea and 
Land; and the Two that are behind, One repreſenting War, and the other Peace : 
War, with a Flaming World, near which, ſeveral Perfons repreſented, ſome dead, and 
ſomealive, make Juſtice Iye down in Diltreſs. Peace, with a World, upon which, Juſtice 
and Peace ſtanding, embrace one another, and by them is the God Pax, and his Com- 
panions, making themſelves merry with ſome Fruits of the Earth. Ar the upper part

many other curious and arcſull Lights, in ſeveral other places; beſides the firing of 
30 great Guns that were planted by the ſaid Pond, and frequently difcharg*d as oc- 
caſion and the Deſign required. q 
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
